Over two hundred and fifty New York 
of their papers in support 


For the first time in nearly forty yeare of continuous publication, the 
Musical Courier has not nade ite usuel appearance. This is caused, not 
through any fault of the Musical Courier Company, but through a labor sit~ 
uation that culminated.on October 1 in a shut-down of the presse rooms in 
all the printing plante of’ New York City. It has affected practic:lly 
all of the publications printed in New York, with the exception of the 
daily papers. This unfortunate condition hae been brought about through 
a demand on we goes of certain unions, that cannot be met by the employ- 
ing printers. re is involved in the controversy the liberty of buei- 
ness control, and this brings to the fore the mutual validity of the con- 
tract made between employer and employee, which makes possible the jour- 
nalistic enterprises of this country. 


The Eilert Printing Company, in which are printed the Musical Courier, 
Thureday edition, and the Musical Courier Extra, Saturday edition, ie an 
affiliation of the Music21 Courier Institution, but conducted under a sep- 
arate organization, It has a large number of publications under contract, 
and in order to oarry out ite contracte with the various organizations, it 
is compelled to do what other printers, established throughout the country 
do---live up to its obligations and contracte. The situation is qoceeee 
best explained in the following clroular letter sent out, in the beginninc 
of the controversy, by the members of the Printers’ League of the Associ- 
ation of Employing Printers of the City of New York: 


"Our soale contracte with all of the Unions and our Arbitration ee- 
ments with the compositore, presemen and feeders expire October 1, 1919. 
This hae given these particular unions the opportunity to make demande 
for changes in hours, wages and shop conditions to any extent they desire 
without being bound by a contract or an agreement to arbitrate in oase of 
a deadlock. A reduction of hours to 44 per week and an increase of all 
scales by $14.90 per week is conceded for Ootober 1, 1919, this in epite 
of the fact that the introduction of the 44-hour week on May 1, 1921, hae 
peen approved by the general referendum vote of the Typographical Union 
throughout the country and endorsed by the executive officers of the In- 
ternational Printing Presemen and Assistants’ Union pending their referen- 
dum in November. 


"Of far greater importance, however, than the question of wages and 
hours in the entire situation is the fundamental question of the stabil- 
ity of the industry based upon the faithful performence of contracts. 
There has developed among the presemen's and feeders unione during the 
pest year and a half, a direct-sction group which frankly states that 
they do not propose to be bound by any contract, since they desire to 
pull out their men whenever they think it to their advantaze. They teke 
the position that any action, legal or illegal, is justified provided it 
is effective in obtaining their ends. Obviously no stability can be se- 
cured under any such policy. Further, to make it possible to oarry out 


their program of direct action, these locale have committed themselves

to a policy in such defiance of disciplinary control by their national 
organization that their charters have been forfeited. The climax of the 
situation was reached when the local preseamen's and feeders’ unions 
struck ‘in the plant of the Publishers’ Printing Co. upon the refusal of 
that Company to discharge men who had remained loyal to their Internzt- 
ional Union. No question of waves, hours or working conditions was in- 


volved in thie case, 


"We have endéavored in every way to effect 2 settlement without com- 
promising the fundamental iesucs involved. The necessity of our meet- 
ing the secessionist issue squarely hae forced us to the point where we 
must close our pressroome rather than continue under conditions which 
amount to industrial anarchy." 


It should be stated that practically 211 the publishere of ‘ew York 
City are with the employing printers in their effort to establish the 
validity of contracts. With but few exceptions the publishers have 
suspended publicetion during this strike. It ie sad to say that these 
very few exceptions are represented by one or two music:l and piano 
trade publications, who thu8 “re giving aid and sympathy to the strik- 
ing employeee, and helping these men who deliberately etete that a 
written contract should not be recognized. 


In yiew of the strike that now is going on in the piano factories in 
New York City, and which has caused practically every piano factory to 
be closed for one month by the piano manufacturers, it seems that a 
blow ie given by these publications that will not be to the benefit of 
the publishers or manufacturers. It is to be hoped that those public- 
ations that hsve broken the ranks by havins their papers printed in 
out-of-town printing offices, will get back into the fold and etand 
shoulder to shoulder with the publishers who are supporting the em- 
ploying printers by vigorous efforts to withstand thie defiance. 


The Musical Courier Institution is standing with the other publicat- 
fons in thie effort to maintain the contract, and at the same time the 
Eilert Printing Company is standing shoulder to shoulder with other 
printing enterprises affected by thie etrike. We hope the readers of 
the Musio:l Courier will beer with ite publishers in this situation. 


This make-shift edition is sent to the readers and advertisers in 
order towiake plain the conditions under which the publishers of the 
Musical Cou.ier are l->oring. Just as soon as the differences are ad- 
justed the paper will resume ite regular publiostion. It ie with 
erext regret tht the publishers of the Musical Courier must suspend 
publication for this period, but this is a firht that ies far more 
reachine than mere commercialiem----it is a fight for Americanism, 
which means Liberty and Honesty in our daily relatione, 
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The MUSICAL COURIER announced several months ago that if 
Emma Destinove came to this country this season she would eing 
in a number of performances at the Metropolitan Opera House; 
end, on October 10, Giulio Gatti-Cesasza, general manager of 
the "Metropolitan, confi rmed the MUSICAL SoOn k's annosn announce- 
ment by making o similar one hinself.
